‘A OHINESE FUNERAL. 
Quite a commotion was created in 
Wellington Street on Wednesday last, 
by what may be truly termed the “pomp 
and circumstance” of a Chinese funeral, 
So little appeara to be known, yen 
among old residents, in regard to native 
obsequies and: their meanings thet wo 
have taken some trouble to collect in- 
formation on the'various features of this 
ceremony, - We cannot of course deseribe 
the course: of procedure. within. the 
house on this particular occasion, but, 
to commence at the conning of our 
subject and the end of the mortal, it is 
we believe the custom,. when a man is 
about to die, for the eldest son to’ remove 
him from the bed to the floor of the 

rincipal room ofthe house, where he ig 
laid with’ his feet to the door, The 
inhabitants of the proviuce of Fubkien 
are in the habit. of placing a-pisce of 
silver in the mouth of the dying’ person, 
with which bx may ‘pay his fare-into the
